Speaks On 
Child Rearing 

Speaking before a large 
and^ enthusiastic group at 
the Sierra Madre Commun¬ 
ity Nursery School, Monday 
.night, Dr. Marion B. Durfee 
Stressed that one of the most 
important considerations for 
^parents In child rearing is to 
help their children become 
,acquainted with their emo- 
,tional life, and for the par- 
’ents to become expert in let- 
itlng the children know that 
<the parents accept and un¬ 
derstand the feelings. 

^ Dr. Durfee, medical direc¬ 
tor of the Child Guidance 
Clinic of Pasadena, also 
.pointed out that understand¬ 
ing the child’s feelings does 
not mean that we will 
change the rules in his fav¬ 
or. Children have a right to 
■their feelings and the par¬ 
ents have a right to be con¬ 
sistent in their rules. 

DH. DURFEE also stressed 
the importance of building 
the youngster’s conscience 
which in his early life is 
much the internalized voice 
of the parents. 

If a Childs’ conscience is to 
mean anything through his 
life there must be consistent 
• firmness by the parents but 
the rules should not be en- 
I forced in anger. There must 
be an agreement of firm¬ 
ness and of affection. 

. In continuing the discus- 
’sion. Dr. Durfee emphasized 
■the importance of building 
,the child’s concept of him- 
•.self. 

This means emphasizing 
the good and desirable 
qaulities in the child with as 
much sincerity and enthus¬ 
iasm as we' point out the 
faults. A child can be given 
a positive concept of the 
kind of person he is by let- 
iting the child know he re¬ 
sembles some adult whom 
he admires. This gives the 
!child a goal to strive for and 
live up to . 

« 

IT IS MORE important to 
praise what that child is 
than what 'he does. 

Dr. Durfee was the second 
speaker in the annual Spring 
lecture series presented by 
the Sierra Madre Commun¬ 
ity Nursery School in cooper- 
.ation with the Pasadena City 
College Extended Day pro- 
•gram. 

Dr. John Joe Eisser will 
speak on April 23 on “Know 
Yourself and Help Your 
Child.” The series this year 
deals with the general topic 
of “Parents and Children 
■Under Pressure.”
